At Arkansas City five hundred disap- 
pointed boomers voted that they were 
defrauded out of claims in Oklahoma by 
alleged United States marshals and 
voted to invade the Cherokee strip 
owned by the Indians and now grazed 
by cattle from Texas. 
This will lead to 
trouble and blood shed, for the boomers 
want land and are going to steal it if 
necessary. 


GTJTHBIE, I. T., April 24.—The rail- 
road seems to be completely prostrated 
and does not attempt to handle the bag- 
gage of the suffering throng. 
Pneu- 
monia and sun stroke are b^;inning to 
claim their victims, but the sick have 
neither refuge nor ^onpathy.
